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WDDC comes under fire 
over solar car park lights

WEST Dorset District Council will find itself fac¬ 
ing an official complaint from Historic England 
after putting up light columns in the Wollaston 
Field car park. 

The lights have been erected without Scheduled 
Monument Consent, according to an inspector, and 
could result in prosecution for the district council. 

The council has already been told its process was 
not acceptable and the lights are not an appropriate 
design for their location.

Underneath the car park is a Roman Bath House, 
excavated in 1977-78, and then covered over again 
because there was no money for a full archaeolog¬ 
ical investigation. 

Saxon and Medieval remains have also been 
found in the area. 


Historic England was called in by a member of 
the public in the summer - who feared that the 
light columns, which are solar-powered, had been 
put up without the necessary consents. 

But West Dorset District Council insists that it 
has met all the criteria it needed to, before putting 
up the lights which they chose to be solar-powered 
to save further digging in the car park. 

An Inspector visited the site and the district coun¬ 
cil offices, which are less than 300 yards away, and 
confirmed that the posts and lights had been put in 
without proper consent. 

Historic England has now asked for the archaeo¬ 
logical survey data from the site to see if the 
columns, said to be set in concrete a metre-deep, 
are likely to have caused any damage to what lies 
beneath. 

That aside the inspector is also reported to be 
concerned about the effect on the conservation area 
of the industrial-style lights which he says is “more 
suited to an industrial estate than an historic town 
centre”. 

Town council planning committee chairman 
Susie Hosford said at a meeting on Monday 
evening: “They [district council] didn’t consult 
properly with us about the lights. They were virtu¬ 
ally up before we had a chance to look at them...we

should go back and complain about the process and 
the design of the lights.” 

Said Councillor Richard Biggs: “As a planning 
authority West Dorset District Council should be 
setting an example.” 

Calling for a meeting with the district council 
Councillor Trevor Jones described the incident as 
“a sorry saga”.

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Electors call for referendum 
on Cabinet style of democracy 


WEST Dorset District Council will have to call a 
referendum on its Cabinet-style version of democ¬ 
racy. 

More than seven per cent of local electors have 
signed a petition calling for the return to the com¬ 
mittee system. 

They say the method is more democratic than 
the present system where a handful of Conserva¬ 
tive councillors effectively make all the decisions 
and where opposition councillors have claimed 
they might as well not attend debates. 

Problems with the Cabinet style initially arose 
over the Dorchester Charles Street development, 
including the new council HQ, when the majority 
of Dorchester councillors, predominantly Liberal 
Democrat, complained they had no voice in cru¬ 
cial decisions about the town. 

The petition will be handed in to the council 
headquarters in Dorchester this week. 

Under the Localism Act the council must hold a 
referendum if five per cent of the electorate call 
for it. 

Petition organisers say they have achieved seven 
and a half per cent - more than 5,000 names, col-

lected across the district in recent months. Each 
has been verified as a genuine elector. 

“To our knowledge the Localism Act has only 
led to one Referendum to date, in Lylde, Lancs, 
where it succeeded, so there is great interest in 
ours here,” said petition organiser John Grantham. 

He, and fellow volunteers, will hand over the 
petition this Thursday afternoon, December 3rd, 
at 4pm. It will be presented to Councillor Peter 
Barraclough, Cabinet member, at South Walks 
House. 

Chairman of the Public Lirst Group, lawyer 
Clive Stafford-Smith, which is behind the peti¬ 
tion, said the handling of the Dorchester council 
headquarters and adjoining Charles Street re-de- 
velopment, was the point which made many local 
people decide they needed to take action. 

In a letter earlier this year he said that the coun¬ 
cil office building, together with the knock-down 
sale price of its former HQ in High West Street, 


was “forced on the people of Dorchester. In the 
democratic vote, 93 per cent of those in the 2010 
Dorchester town poll opposed the new council 
offices and yet that went ahead. The rest (of the 
Charles Street redevelopment) has now fallen by 
the wayside. 

“The whole Charles Street policy has been 
pressed forward by the ‘Cabinet’ government 
since 2007 - a cabinet of just seven Conservative 
councillors. The good news is that the Localism 
Act of 2011 enables us to force a referendum that 
will doubtless make the Council change back to 
the ‘Committee’ system - where other parties and 
other interests have a say.” 

A meeting about the problems in Dorchester in 
January this year surprised many by attracting so 
many people it was, literally, standing room only 
for some. The Conservatives declined to send an 
official representative and the meeting voted for 
a number of measures, including backing for the 
petition to call for a referendum. 

A recent signing session in Dorchester’s South 
Street attracted more than 500 signatures in less 
than six hours.

"They are quite a poor forgery, let down by 
the quality of the paper. It feels very smooth, 
like high quality photocopy paper, rather than 
bank note paper,"said a Police spokesman.

Crime commissioner welcomes 
chancellor's'no cuts'decision 

'Policing needs investment and protection, not cuts' 


Dorset Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner (PCC), Martyn Un¬ 
derhill, has welcomed the 
Chancellor’s announcement that 
policing will face no cuts. 

It follows lobbying by Mr Un¬ 
derhill and other PCCs across 
the country, warning against cut¬ 
ting policing budgets following 
the Paris attacks. 

Mr Underhill said: “I asked the 
Chancellor to do the right thing 
in relation to police funding and 
I thank the Government for tak¬ 
ing into account the views of po¬ 
lice and crime commissioners 
and chief constables across the 
country. The public voice was 
strong around public protection 
and all credit to the Government 
for listening. However, the devil 
is in the detail and we await the 
outcome of our local settlement 
in December. On the surface, 
this is what I have been fighting 
for and I am delighted. Policing 
needs investment and protec¬ 
tion, not cuts.” 

Meanwhile South Dorset MP, 
Richard Drax, welcomed the 
Chancellor’s commitment to in¬ 
troduce fair school funding as 
part of the Comprehensive 
Spending Review. 

Dorset is one of the country’s 
lowest funded education depart¬ 
ments. 

Mr Drax said the new funding 
formula will set a national rate 
that every school will receive for 


each pupil, with additional fund¬ 
ing for those with extra needs. 

“The announcement signals an 
end to the current unfair system, 
which has lasted for decades and 
led to a situation where the ten 
best funded areas of England re¬ 
ceive an average of £6,300 per 
pupil of schools block funding, 
compared to just £4,200 in the 
ten worst funded areas - with no 
objective basis for the differ¬ 
ence,” said Mr Drax. 

In October, Mr Drax was one 
of 111 MPs who wrote to the 
Prime Minister to call for fairer 
funding to be introduced, and on 
November 5th he demanded ac¬ 
tion in a debate on the issue in 
Westminster Hall. 

This week, on Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 1st, he was due to join 
colleagues as petitions from 
more than 100 constituencies 
calling for fair funding were pre¬ 
sented by MPs in the House of 
Commons chamber. 

Speaking after the announce¬ 
ment, Richard Drax said: “I 
have long campaigned for fairer 
funding for Dorset, which is one 
of the 37 poorest funded author¬ 
ities in the country. 

“Dorset has been near the bot¬ 
tom of the funding ladder for 
years, with Wey Valley School 
in Dorset currently attracting a 
pupil premium of £4,908. You 
have only to compare this with 
£5,443 per pupil at Gloucester¬ 


shire Academy and £8,256 per 
pupil in Tower Hamlets to see 
that it was high time the formula 
was completely rethought.” 

Unison South West also wel¬ 
comed part of the Chancellor’s 
announcement - saying that the 
tax credits u-turn would bring 
“huge relief’ to over 215,000 
working families. 

UNISON South West Re¬ 
gional Secretary Joanne Kaye 
said: “More than 215,000 work¬ 
ing families across the South 
West have breathed a collective 
sigh of relief. Since the cuts 
were announced in the summer, 
parents have faced increasing 
anxiety over losing the tax 
credits they rely upon so heav- 
ily. 

“The real credit for today’s 
decision goes to the many brave 
parents who talked publicly 
about their already stretched fi¬ 
nances, and the distress and 
hardship the cuts would cause. 
Their stories convinced the gov¬ 
ernment this unfair tax credits 
grab was wrong. 

“If the Government truly 
wants a high wage and low wel¬ 
fare economy it must now do 
more to encourage employers to 
pay staff more - at least the real 
living wage of £8.25 an hour. 
This would make a difference to 
the many low-income families 
still struggling to make ends 
meet.” 


Get ready for winter as cold weather arrives 


Following the first cold snap of the winter, resi¬ 
dents are being reminded about driving in cold 
and icy conditions. 

During any bad weather, drivers should plan 
their journeys ahead; checking whether roads are 
open and allowing extra time for their journey. 
For added safety, drivers should make sure some¬ 
one knows when you are leaving and when you 
aim to arrive. 

In icy conditions, Dorset Highways will send 
gritters out on its 22 main gritting routes - which 
cover 25 per cent of the county council's roads - 
but drivers should remember to manoeuvre gen¬ 
tly and avoid harsh braking or acceleration. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Cabinet member for En¬ 


vironment, said: "We've been on our first gritting 
run of the season, and I'm sure there'll be more to 
follow. Now is a good time to make essential 
checks to your vehicle before icy conditions set 
in. 

"You can easily check for yourself that windows, 
mirrors and lights are clear. It's also easy enough 
to check your tyres have good tread and wind¬ 
screen wipers are in good working order. If in 
doubt, you can take your car to any reputable 
garage to have these things checked for you - as 
well as the condition of your battery."

Organisations that will be represented include 
the Environment Agency, Dorset County Council, 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service, Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Borough Council's engineering and emer¬ 
gency planning teams, the Dorset Civil 
Contingencies Unit and the Flood Advisory Serv¬ 
ice. 

Councillor Ian Roebuck, Environment and Sus¬ 
tainability Briefholder at Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council, said: "This free event is a great 
opportunity to come along and find out more 
about how you can prepare yourself for extreme 
weather. 

"There will also be an opportunity to find out 
more about the long term plans to protect Wey¬ 
mouth from flooding. I would like to invite people 
to come along and find out more about how they 
can get ready for winter." 

Information about plans to defend Weymouth 
from flooding until 2115 will be available at the 
event and engineers will be on hand to answer 
questions. The plans set out how a tidal barrier, 
new harbour walls and improvements to the Es¬ 
planade's sea defences could better protect the 
town centre, harbour area and the seafront from 
flooding. 

Speaking about the plans, Neil Watson, Environ¬ 
ment Agency Wessex Coastal Engineer, said: "We 
are pleased to be working in partnership to pre¬ 
pare for the future and reduce the risk of flooding 
in Weymouth. The Weymouth Town Centre and 
Harbour Defence Policy has potential to bring 
long term flood protection and act as a catalyst to 
sustain the economy and wellbeing of the resi¬ 
dents of this historic town."

Holocaust survivors speak to 
Weymouth history students 



TWO Holocaust survivors have 
spoken to history students at the 
Wey Valley School, Weymouth, 
as part of their studies. 

Holocaust survivors Harry 
Grenville and Arieh Simonsohn 
spoke to Year 11 history students 
about life in Germany from 1918- 
45 for their GCSE studies. 

Charlotte Guest, Wey Valley’s 
head of history said: “Mr 
Grenville and Mr Simonsohn 
have been kind enough to visit us 
and share their experiences of the 
Holocaust. It is important for the 
students to hear a personal testi¬ 
mony - they get so much from it 
and are very respectful of these 
very articulate gentlemen.” 

Mr Grenville’s parents and 
grandmother died in the Nazi ex¬ 
termination camp Auschwitz in 
1944 after spending two years in 
Theresienstadt, an internment 
camp in the former Czechoslova¬ 
kia. 

He told the students: "The last 
Red Cross message that ever 
came from them was in October 
1944. It said they were expecting 
to go east, and we knew what 
'east 1 meant because all the There¬ 
sienstadt internees knew that east 
meant the extermination camps in 
Poland.” 

Mr Grenville added: "They were 
moved there in these dreadful cat¬ 
tle trucks, from the internment 
camp to the extermination camps, 


where most of them were killed 
very soon after arriving.” 

Mr Simonsohn recollected to 
students his time spent in the War¬ 
saw Ghetto in Poland as a child 
but he was able to escape. 

The students said they felt priv¬ 
ileged to share the testimony of 
someone who had a child's view 
of the Holocaust, and it helped 
them put that period of history 
into perspective. 

Student, Esther Bibby said: “It 
was a very interesting discussion 
about the 1940s and you got a real 
insight in to what it was actually 
like.” 

Louis Hankin also said: “It was 
inspiring and overwhelming to 


hear a testimony from someone 
who has actually experienced the 
Holocaust.” 

Simon Mitchen, part of the Hu¬ 
manities team added: “Nothing 
can give you a better experience 
of what it was like than hearing it 
from someone who was there.” 

Mr Grenville, who has lived 
much of his life in Dorchester, 
was fostered by a family in 
Camelford, Cornwall, and edu¬ 
cated at a local grammar school. 

His parents and grandmother are 
now remembered with plaques on 
pavement blocks outside their for¬ 
mer home in Ludwigsburg, near 
Stuttgart, where they ran a whole¬ 
sale packaging company.

200g Unrefined golden caster sugar

For the Father Christmas Topper 

250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, chocolate, 
white & black • 60ml Water • Apricot Jam 


Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas mark 
4) and line a 12 hole cupcake tin with cases. 

2 . Cream together the butter and sugar until pale 
and fluffy, then add the eggs one by one mixing 
in well in betweenm then add the vanilla extract. 
Fold in the flour then spoon into the cases. 

3 . Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or until 


golden and a skewer come out clean. 

4 . To make the father Christmas cake topper, use the red sugar 
paste icing and roll out a ball about 5cm in diameter then flatten 
the base. Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 1.5cm di¬ 
ameter for his arms and finally make a cone shape for his hat 
and squash the pointed end over to one side. 

5 . Take some of the white icing and a little of the red and roll 
them together until the red blends in to give you a pink colour 
for his head. 

6 . Next take some black icing and roll 2 small balls for eyes, 2 
larger balls for his gloved hands and then roll out a little for a 
belt. 

7 . To assemble, use a little water to glue the black belt onto the 
red body. Next finish the arms by attaching the black hands to 
the ends of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some of the 
white icing until is around the end of the arms for his cuffs, using 
some water to glue. Then cut the arms leaving a diagonal edge. 
Attach these using a little water, squashing the arms around the 
body. 

8 . Next make a small ball using the white icing for a pom pom 
and attach to the top of the hat. 

9 . To finish, cut a disc of white icing and cut out a small edged 
piece for his beard, and 2 smaller pieces for his moustache. 
Make a small ball using red icing for nose. The attach 2 small 
balls of white icing and small black icing balls for his eyes. 

10 . To decorate your cupcake, roll out some chocolate icing and 
cut into disc, place this on the cake using some warm apricot jam 
to stick. Then place the jolly father Christmas on top.

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million. Rotary is meeting this challenge! 

Rotary is a voluntary, international service or¬ 
ganisation comprising some 1.2 million members 
worldwide. Rotary has contributed more than 
£1 billion (the largest private sector donor) and 
countless volunteer hours to immunise more than 
2.5 billion children in 125 countries. 

Rotarians from clubs around the world, includ¬ 
ing many from the UK, working alongside locals 
and UNICEF volunteers, continue to travel 
abroad to be involved in immunisation work and 
donate money to the PolioPlus program. Rotary 
has consistently fuelled the effort with resources, 
advocacy and genuine hard work on the ground, 
maintaining the dream of a polio-free world and 
bringing polio to the brink of eradication. 

Their work has brought many additional bene¬ 
fits. The polio immunisation campaign has be¬ 
come a critical vehicle for delivering other health 
services to children. Vitamin A capsules are often 
given along with polio drops. In post-Taliban 
Afghanistan, polio vaccinators also supported the 
country’s first birth registration campaign. 

Health systems and facilities strengthened by 
polio eradication campaigns have been used to 
hold measles immunisation campaigns. Commu¬ 
nity education work funded by polio donors has 
boosted basic health and hygiene awareness in the 
world’s poorest communities. 

For as little as 40 pence, a child can be protected 
against this crippling disease for life. But polio 
isn't yet beaten. Cases exist today in Afghanistan 


and Pakistan and a recent outbreak in Ukraine has 
emphasised the need for continued vigilance, ac¬ 
tion and of course cash - through to 2018 some 
£3billion is needed for continued inoculation to 
guarantee elimination in Africa and Asia (scien¬ 
tists will certify eradication only after 3 clear 
years). 

Recent cases have also highlighted the need for 
different injection based methods using dead po¬ 
liovirus (rather than oral ones which use a weak¬ 
ened poliovirus). 

West Dorset Rotarian John Bartlett, from the 
Fyme Regis club, said: “We can’t stop now, the 
last percent is always the toughest and if we don’t 
finish the job polio could return with a vengeance. 
According to WHO more than 10 million children 
under the age of five could be paralysed by the 
disease in the next 40 years if we lower our guard. 

“Will it all have been worth it? The full cost of 
eradication will likely reach around £10billion by 
2018, the year that scientists believe that polio 
will finally be beaten. 

“Millions of lives have been saved, millions 
more will not suffer the debilitating effects of this 
terrible disease, millions more will benefit from 
the related health programmes - the answer is, 
emphatically - YES! 

“But it’s no time for celebration yet! Rotary and 
its partners will continue to strive for a polio free 
world... we are now ‘this close’!”

I T is perhaps not widely known that 
Rotary has played a leading role in 
helping to reduce polio worldwide by 
99 per cent since its first project to vacci¬ 
nate six million children in the Philip¬ 
pines in 1979. 

Then, in 1985, Rotary launched an initiative 
called PolioPlus to free the entire world from 
polio, by the mass vaccination of children. 

Many will remember family and friends stricken 
with this debilitating disease and the considerable 
life changes endured by its victims. At its height, 
polio had paralysed or killed up to half a million 
people a year before a vaccine was discovered in 
1955. In 1961 an oral vaccine was invented and 
the UK launched the national immunisation pro¬ 
gramme in schools. 

So where are we now? There have been no do¬ 
mestically acquired cases in the UK since 1982 
and worldwide, there have been only 41 new 
polio cases so far this year. That’s about one per 
week, down from 7,000 new cases per week in 
1988 when Rotary was joined by the World 
Health Organisation, UNICEF, and the UK and 
US governments to formulate, fund and resource 
the Global Polio Eradication Initiative, the largest 
public health initiative the world has ever known. 
Whilst polio had disappeared in the UK, US, Aus¬ 
tralia and much of Europe, by this time it re¬ 
mained prevalent in more than 125 countries. 

Polio is a highly infectious viral disease which 
mainly affects young children causing spinal and 
respiratory paralysis; it can kill and remains in¬ 
curable to this day. Polio is spread through con¬ 
taminated water or food or by way of an infected 
person's saliva. 


Whilst incurable, 
polio is completely 
vaccine-preventable. 

However, only once 
before had a major 
virus based illn ess been 
eliminated worldwide, 
that was smallpox in 
1980. 

The task, to reach an 
unparalleled number of 
the world’s poorest and 
disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren, was considerable 
with many barriers, in¬ 
cluding cultural and re¬ 
ligious resistance, 
geographic isolation, 
poor public infrastruc¬ 
ture and all of the prob¬ 
lems associated with 
identifying and track¬ 
ing children in hostile 
war torn areas in Africa 
and Asia. 

Funding has been, and still is, the greatest chal¬ 
lenge, and is provided by many contributors, chief 
amongst which are Rotary International, includ¬ 
ing local clubs across West Dorset, and the UK 
and US governments. 

In 2008 The Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation 
challenged Rotary to raise $200 million in two 
years and promised to match it. Rotary suc¬ 
ceeded, the Foundation matched the $228million 
raised, and in 2013 agreed to match two for one 
every dollar raised by Rotarians up to $35 million 
per year until 2018, a commitment of over $500

THE EXCITING, young trio Jaywalkers 
will be coming to the MarineTheatre, 
Lyme Regis this Saturday, December 
4th. These former BBC Young Folk 
Award finalists are touring their third 
studio album - Weave - which sees 
them further expanding their musical 
horizons at all levels. Together they ef¬ 
fortlessly fuse elements of Bluegrass 
and Folk and the music Jaywalkers 
create is innovative, rooted deeply in 
tradition, and exhilarating.

Most of their songs are written/in¬ 
spired by stories and poetry from 


Mike's home county of Lancashire. The 
history of the area only really starts 
around the time of the Industrial Rev¬ 
olution when the cotton industry ar¬ 
rived. So, the main theme running 
through the album is a study of the 
hardships of life in the Lancashire 
working classes. There are moments of 
playful respite-the two instrumentals 
are meant to be fast, playful up-tempo 
tunes - but the songs tell tales of 
protest, poverty, fight for freedom and, 
as is inevitable with folk songs, death. 

Unlike their previous two albums 
which were done on little to no budg¬ 
ets, the third album finds the band 
working with an established producer, 


having full online and digital distribu¬ 
tion, a PR campaign and the like. The 
larger budget for this has partly come 
courtesy of Help Musicians UK, who 
offered the band an 'Emerging Excel¬ 
lence Award'for young artists working 
in any genre of music. They applied for 
it in early 2014 and found out in March 
that they were successful. This meant 
the band were able to work with the 
fantastic Andy Bell (and his dog Hud¬ 
son), who would engineer and pro¬ 
duce the album. 

Considered by many to be the top 
folk producer working on the British 
Folk Scene, Andy won a Folk Award for 
best album with the Full English project 


last year. The Emerging Excellence 
Award also enabled them to afford an 
illustrator to design the album and 
record most of it at Wavelength Studios 
in Doncaster (used by the likes of Mar¬ 
tin Simpson and Jon Boden). 

The music Jaywalkers create live, 
and on 'Weave' is innovative, rooted 
deeply in tradition, and exhilarating. 
With this new album and over 40 UK 
tour dates in February to April, a vari¬ 
ety of summer festival gigs, and a win¬ 
ter tour in the planning, 2015 may 
well be the band's breakthrough year.

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ReView: Glorious Mozart 
Concert at the Parish Church 


THERE was a full house for last Sunday's 
splendid Mozart Concert, part of the 
Lyme Bay Chorale's Winter 2015 series. 
For this major occasion musical director 
Alex Davies invited additional solo 
singers and orchestral players, alto¬ 
gether amounting to over 50 performers 
impressively arrayed at the east end of 
the nave at the Parish Church. The pro¬ 
gramme consisted of two major reli¬ 
gious choral works, the Credo Mass and 
the Litaniae de venerabili altaris sacre- 
mento. In between came the wonderful 
solo motet Exultate, jubilate. The two big 
choral works were written when Mozart 
was 20 years old, and the Exultate when 
he was only 16. 

From the very first notes we could tell 
that this was going to be a fine concert, 
well prepared and delivered in excellent 
professional style. The voices of the 
Lyme Bay Chorale were well balanced 
throughout, the orchestra never over¬ 
whelming (even with 6 brass players and 
timpani) and particularly effective con- 
tinuo provided by Peter Parshall playing 
the church's chamber organ and cellist 
Hilary Boxer.The Credo Mass lived up to 
its name, with the credo dominating all 
the other sections by its length and di¬ 
vision into contrasting moods. The long 
silence before the quiet and intense "et 
incarnatus" was striking, as were the 
later joyful outbursts in the Hosanna 
section. The four soloists, Chloe Stratta, 
Julie De'ath Lancaster, Les Baker and 
David Fouracre, sang beautifully both in 
their solos and in ensemble. 

There was a surprise in store for the 
performance of Exultate, jubilate. This 
was the appearance of the noted profes¬ 
sional counter-tenor, Paul Esswood, to 


talk about the music and conduct the 
piece. He gave a graphic account of the 
16-year-old Mozart's journey across the 
Alps in winter to hear the first perform¬ 
ance of his opera Lucio Silla in Milan in 
1772. The lead singer on that occasion 
was the castrato Venanzio Rauzzini, who 
so impressed Mozart that he composed 
Exultate especially for him. Incidentally 
Rauzzini, who later became a notable 
figure in Bath, enjoyed a private life 
which has given rise to speculation that 
he was not a castrato at all, but a natural 
male soprano! At all events the Exultate 
is astounding in its range and innova¬ 
tion. Philippa Hyde, who has given much 
support and encouragement to singers 
in Lyme Regis, gave a truly breath-taking 
performance. She combined beautiful 
tone with astonishing virtuosity, soaring 
through the fast runs and up to dramatic 
high notes with complete control and 
ease. 

The final work was the last of Mozart's 
four settings of the Litany. For this many- 
sectioned prayerful music, Mozart com¬ 
posed wonderfully varied sections, 
some for soloists and others for full 
choir. The two solos, one for tenor (Les 
Baker) and one for soprano (Phillipa 
Hyde) were virtuoso pieces with busy or¬ 
chestral accompaniments, beautifully 
executed. Other sections were solemn, 
and it was good to hear the choir sing 
slower quiet music with intensity and 
feeling.The great"Pignus"fugue, with its 
leaps, sustained notes and complicated 
rhythms, was a tour de force. Congratu¬ 
lations to all concerned, but especially to 
Alex Davies for conceiving and arrang¬ 
ing such a memorable concert.

FOR A SAFER 
HOME... 


1. HAVING a property 
rewired is expensive 
and disruptive, so we 
often put up with the wiring we've inherited 
when we move and forget about getting it 
sorted. Unless the sockets, light switches and 
flexes are obviously old, it can be hard to tell the 
age of the wiring. A good place to start is the fuse 
box. If it has rewirable fuses, for example, it 
should probably be replaced because modern 
fuse boxes don't use fuse wire. Other signs of old

wiring include sockets 
with burn marks, sock¬ 
ets mounted on skirt¬ 
ing boards, and surface-mounted cables. 

2. THE only way to be sure if the wiring's safe is 
to get a qualified electrician to test it. If your 
home does need rewiring, it's easiest to use an 
electrician registered with one of the Govern¬ 
ment's competent-person schemes, such as 
NICEIC (www.niceic.com), as they can self-certify 
that their work complies with building regula- 
, tions. If they don't belong to 
such a scheme, you can get 
their work checked and 
signed off by a building con¬ 
trol inspector (either from 
your local council or a pri¬ 
vate firm). The key thing is to 
get a completion certificate 
from a recognised body to 
prove that the electrical 
work is safe and legal, some¬ 
thing often needed when 
you sell or rent out your 
home. 

3. GAS appliances are an¬ 
other potential danger. By 
law, they must be installed 
by a Gas Safe Register engi¬ 
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neer (www.gassaferegister.co.uk). They should 
also be serviced by one annually to ensure 
they're safe and working efficiently. Carbon 
monoxide poisoning from gas appliances can, of 
course, be fatal and is hard to detect. That's why 
it's safest to have a carbon monoxide alarm in 
each room where there's a gas appliance. But fit¬ 
ting one isn't enough - you must press the test 
button on it regularly to make sure it's working, 
and change the batteries when required, al¬ 
though some alarms have built-in batteries that 
can't be replaced. 

4. SMOKE alarms should also be tested regu¬ 
larly, but there's nothing 

more annoying than one 
that goes off every time you 
burn a piece of toast. Taking 
out the battery is a poten¬ 
tially dangerous habit to get 
in to, so go for an alarm with 
a silencer button. Some 
alarms are 'toast proof, 
meaning they're less likely 
to be set off when you cook. 

If you have wired-in alarms 
(see below), your electrician 
should fit a heat detector, 
rather than a smoke alarm, 
in the kitchen. 

5. ALL new homes must be 
fitted with interlinking 


wired-in smoke alarms and this can also apply 
when you do major building work, such as 
rewiring, or converting the loft. If you don't want 
to replace your home's existing doors with fire 
doors when doing a conversion, getting an elec¬ 
trician to install smoke alarms throughout 
should ensure compliance with building regs. If 
wired-in alarms aren't required, fitting smoke 
alarms that wirelessly interlink is a great alterna¬ 
tive. Interlinking means that if there's a fire, all 
the alarms will go off at the same time, so even 
if you're sleeping a long way from the fire, you'll 
be alerted instantly.

Lane Keep Assist, Speed Limit Information Function, Blind Spot Detection 
and Rear Cross Traffic Alert, which warns drivers about to pull out of a 
perpendicular parking space into the path of a vehicle approaching from 
the side, are also available. 

Up to 25 per cent lower C02 emissions with improved economy 

The Optima's 1.7-litre CRDi turbodiesel engine now develops an 
improved 139bhp and increased torque of 340Nm, starting at a lower 
1,750rpm. This represents increases of 5bhp and 15Nm over the previous 
version. The engine meets EU6 emissions regulations and delivers out¬ 
standing performance for its capacity with effortless driveability. It was en¬ 
gineered at Kia's European research and development centre in Germany. 

With the Idle Stop & Go (ISG) engine stop/start system as standard, C02 
emissions of manual models are 14 per cent lower at 110g/km, while fuel 
economy improves to a highly impressive 67.3mpg. An even bigger 
improvement is apparent with the new 7DCT dual-clutch auto gearbox, 
which replaces the previous six-speed torque converter unit. Emissions 
tumble by 25 per cent, to 116g/km, while fuel economy is now 64.2mpg. 

As a result, benefit-in-kind taxation in manuals falls by three tax bands, 
while for the 7DCT the reduction is an even more dramatic 42g/km and 
eight tax bands. Meanwhile, with fuel consumption improved by almost 
lOmpg for manual models and more than 17mpg for the 7DCT automatics, 
fleet running costs will be dramatically lower - an attractive proposition 
for fleet customers. 

For private owners there are significant benefits, too. The standard rate 
of Vehicle Excise Duty, or road tax, falls by £90 per year with manual 
versions and by £150 with the 7DCT after the initial registration payment. 

The seven-speed (7DCT) dual-clutch auto transmission was developed 
in-house at Kia’s research and development centre in Korea with the aim 
of delivering the comfort and smoothness of a torque converter transmis¬ 
sion in automatic mode with the sportiness of a manual when the driver 
chooses to take control of gear-changing via the steering wheel-mounted 
paddle shifters. 

A plug-in hybrid (PHEV) Optima, offering a commuter-friendly all-electric 
drive range with even lower emissions and greater taxation advantages, 
will be added later in 2016. 

And it will not stop there. Kia has already announced that it plans to offer 


sporty GT-Line and GT versions later in 2016, while the SPORTSPACE con¬ 
cept from the 2015 Geneva Motor Show hints at an estate version to come 
- another first for the company. 

Sharper appearance and greater cabin quality 

Kia has taken an evolutionary approach to the all-new Optima's exterior 
design, maintaining the identity of a car which still looks as smart today as 
it did when launched, while introducing greater modernity and boldness. 

The all-new Optima has an even greater road presence thanks to a 
10mm increase in wheelbase and overall length, a similar increase in 
height and a 25mm wider body. At the same time, sharper body lines 
and greater surface detailing make the all-new Optima stand out from 
the crowd even more. 

The increase in overall length to 4,855mm creates space for an even 
more swept-back and dynamic side profile. A shoulder line extending 
all the way from the front light units creates a clean, straight link from front 
and rear. The door panels are deeply sculpted and curve into slightly 
extended side sills. 

The car's athletic appearance is reinforced at the rear, where a rising boot 
lid and an expansive rear bumper flow into a diffuser section which houses 
the chrome-tipped oval exhaust tailpipe. 

The new body is more aerodynamically efficient as well as more 
stylish, reducing the drag co-efficient (Cd) from 0.3 to 0.29. Each tiny 
improvement in Cd has a significant impact on fuel economy, particularly 
at higher speeds. 

The all-new Optima has a more modern interior layout with a horizontal 
dash structure and far higher-quality materials. The dash is now angled at 
8.5 degrees towards the driver. The standard central 7.0- or 8.0-inch navi¬ 
gation touch-screen is set at exactly the same height as the instruments. 

The fascia is divided into an upper display zone and a lower control zone, 
while the number of buttons and switches has been reduced because 
more functions are now accessed via the touch-screen, giving the cabin a 
less cluttered look. 

The impressive quality is apparent in the soft-touch materials, interior 
lighting - LED at the top of the range - and, on the road, greater refinement 
as a result of increased sound-proofing. 

All of this is supported by increased passenger and luggage space and 
improved practicality thanks to the car's enlarged dimensions, while the 
boot capacity has risen from 505 to 510 litres, and there is a wider opening.

Bees get deserved reward for hard work

BRIDPORT produced a dramatic come¬ 
back when beating Hallen in a seven goal 
thriller at St Mary’s on Saturday. 

Despite gale force winds both sides pro¬ 
duced entertaining football that saw Mark 
Salter score his first goal for the Bees and 
Jamie Beasley fire a brace.
